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What is an Insect? 



The authors are divided as to what 
eonstitutos an iusoct, but, witli fow 
exceptions, it is now agreed that an 
insect is a living creature having six 
legs, generally having wings, three 
distinct parts of tho body, tho head, tho 
thorax and tho abdomen, breathing 
through aporturos along tho sides of 
tho body, and having four difl'orent 
stages of existeneo — tho egg, the lame, 
tho pupa and tho imago or perfect insect 
Generally insects in ono stage of their 
existence livo on very diflorout food 
(rom that which supports tliom in an- 
other, and this fact shows a vory 
wonderful instinct or intelligence in 
tho parent insect in knowing where tho 
eggs oro to bo deposited. A ruistako 
is nover made. Tho eggs sometimes 
hatch iu a fow hours, sometimes in a 
(ow days or weeks and occasionally 
not for years, but they aro always de- 
posited under conditions favorable to 
their development, no matter whon 
this may bo. It is also to bo observed 
that tho eggs of insects which aro not 
to hutch till noxt spring are nover 
fastened to tho loaves or other perish- 
able parts of treos, but to tho bark, 
and usually secured by a sort of gluo 
that will commonly resist rain and 
•moisturo. Tho larva; is so called from 
a Latin word moaning mask, since in 
ithis stato tho insect is so unliko its 
iperfoct form that it may bo said to bo 
masked. Tho larva; of tho insects aro 
aoldom distinguished from other 
worms, but after passing a certain 
time in this stago the grub spins a 
cocoon for itself of silk and enters its 
third condition, the pupa, from a Latin 
word moaning an infant rollod iu 
bandagos after tho ruannor of tho Ro- 
mans or also called chrysalis from the 
Greek word for gold, as some of them 
have gold-liko markings. Insects aro 
classed in soven orders. Tho lirst 
is the hymonoptora, comprising the 
wasps, ants and others which manifest 
a high order of intelligence. Tho 
coluoptora comprise those insects which 
have a shield on thoir wings, and also 
many of tho most injurious insects 
known, such as boors. Tho lepidoptera 
number all tho bulterilies and moths in 
thoir list, while tho bemiptora or half- 
winged, iucludo such as the chinchbug, 
tho bed-bug and a number of others 
equally objectionable. Tho diptera 
havo but two wings, such as the house 
ily; the orthoptera havo strnight wiugs, 
as locusts, crickets, and tho Neuroatera, 
or nervo-winged, are whoso wings are 
so interwoven with strong libers as 
to present the appearance of bony in- 
terlacing.—.^. Louis Globe- Democrat

Tho Limits ofSpeed. 



Tho statoment recently made of tho 
amount of coal consumed by tho vari- 
ous transatlantic steamers in making 
thoir qniok passages makes it protty 
evident that unless somo great improve- 
ment is made iu the direction of econo- 
mizing fuel or of applying power wo 
shall very soon reach tho limit of speed 
to which atQHiners making long trips 
can hope to attain. The siatemont is 
that tho steamer Oregon burned in hor 
quick trip across the Atlantic, during 
which she nveragod a little loss than 
eighteen knots an hour, 3S7 tons of 
coal a day. Tho steamer Aurania, 
which sailed at tho same time, but 
which had a longer trip, going at an 
average spoed ol less than seventeen 
knots per hour, burned 240 tons por day. 

Tho assumption is that it was tho 
niuoty-sevon additional tons of coal that 
ouabiod the Oregon to make her quick 
trip. Somo little timo ago, in troatiug 
this 'subject, wo assorted that when a 
certain average speed had been attain- 
ed by a stoamer, putting this at twelve 
knots an hour, for example, all in- 
crease over this demanded a geometri- 
cal increase iu tho quantity of fuel eon- 
aumod, aud tho experience of those 
two steamers vory thoroughly sub- 
stantiates the ground wo then took. 

If it needed nearly a hundred tons 
of coal extra a day to gain a little over 
ono knot an hour, It would be safe to 
assume that it would havo required 
quilo three hundrod tons additional 
coal to havo gained two extra kuots an 
hour. It will be soota thatflt this rato 
of progression a vessel would need to 
bo convortod into a species of coal- 
furnaco in ordor to make much quicker 
trips than those now being made, aud 
hence could not carry either passengers 
or freight to any groat oxtont. 

It is tho compound marine ongino 
that alone makes the present high rate 
of speed possible. Tho old Arabia and 
l'orsia used to burn 1250 tons of coal 
per day whon making au average speed 
of twelve or thirteen knots per hour; 
but steamers havo since boon built, in 
consequence of tho mechanical im- 
provement referred to above, that 
averaged this rate of speed per diem 
with a consumption of coal hardly over 
one-tenth of that formerly required. 
But if somo corresponding improvement 
is not made in the application or con- 
servatism of power, wo aro not likoly 
to see much quicker ti mo on tho ocoan 
than has recently been made, — Boston 
Globe.

ENGLISH CONQ UESTS. 

Though Britiahera have long been ahlo to 
suy that the sun never nets on the Queen's 
dominions, it appears tlmt the borders fire 
ever widening. The empire is just now ex- 
panding Tery rapidly, if wo are to believe 
tho news that roaches us from day to day. 
Formerly the English dominions in South- 
ern Africa, Cape Colony, only extended to 
the Orange River, but within the past few 
months considerable new territory has boon 
annexed. Not loug ago the establishment 
of a protectorate over Soiualilaud, tho east- 
ern horn of Africa, was announced, and 
soon after the annexation of Beeheaualand 
in South Africa was declared by the Capo 
government. This same government has 
further annexed a large tract of territory 
extending along the southwestern coast, 
comprising the countries of Xamagualaud 
and Damaraland which have a coast line of 
about seven hundred miles. This extends 
the British territories to the edge of the 
Pequeua district, now in dispute between 
Germany and Portugal. The maps of this 
region are most unreliable. Some geogra- 
phers place Angra Pequena in Groat Na- 
uiaraland, while others place it to the north 
of tho Noursc river, and consequently just 
north of these late liritish acquisitions. If 
wo look to another quarter of tho globe we 
will tiud that there also tho dominions are 
extending Australia wants to annex New 
Guinea and other minor islands and the 
English parliament has practically given its 
assent. England is wide awake still and 
those who cry out that her power is de- 
clining have yet to show proofs of their 
assertions. If Franco is appearing to ex- 
tend her power, England is not allowing 
her to get fur ahead, and though Germany 
watches every movement with » jealous eye 
England is not to be daunted. 

THE "FRUIT ('ANA DA" CRAZE. 

We are sorry to notice that one of our 
evening contemporaries too often writes in 
a tone o( unreasoning bluster on important 
matters affecting our relations to the Do- 
minion. The articles show such want of 
knowledge of the A li of politics as to 
deprive them of weight for instance, even 
the difference between a departmental "re- 
port" and a "commission" from the Gov- 
ernor-General tines not appear to be known. 
But the regrettable tone tomaius, a tone 
which is wantonly offensive. This imported 
bluster, ignorance in hysterics, may tickle 
the ears of a few fur a moment, the faction 
■whose policy is to "tight Canada," but it 
damages the public interests and discredits 
journalism. This viperous, insensate fac- 
tion has done great harm already in our 
history by creating irritation needlessly and 
misrepresenting I lie common sense of the 
community. It dies haul, even in tho 
midst of tho happier condition which its 
defeat has secured; but the public should 
put their heel on its moribund wngglings 
and on tho organ of the faction, unless it 
changes its tone. The Times would bring 
back the worst part of our history since 
confederation, stamped with embarrass- 
ment, defeat and loss. It appeals coarsely 
to gross instincts of combat, not to reason 
and common sense, forgetting, or wilfully 
disregarding the truth, that victory, in any 
question with the Dominion, must rest on 
the strength of our case, the soundness of 
our arguments and the moderate firmness 
of our tone. 

€Iiiu:ito\vii Improvements. 

An extensive brick structure is at present 
under course of erection fronting Connor- I 
ant and Fisgard streets, immediately in rear 
of tho main business portion of Chinatown, 
The building is to be 144x30, two stories 
high, and will comprise about seventy 
rooms, there being thirteen entrances on 
each side of tho building, with an archway 
in the centre. The building is designed for 
the accommodation of the Chinese in a 
domestic sense, and if the sardine principle 
of packing is strictly followed, no doubt 
from 51JU to (500 Celestials can be stowed 
away in this building. The block is being 
built by a Chinese company, the names of 
whom of course it was impossible to dis- 
cover, but tho chief stockholders are Wing 
Kee, Chu Lai, Seen Kuen, Sing Kee and 
about fifteen others. As soon as the present 
contract is completed wo understand! it is 
the intention to erect another building of 
the same dimensions alongside, so that we 
may have 1,0110 Chinese residents living 
within a space of 150x75 feet. Hr. Law- 
son is tho contractor and the amouutis about 
§5,000. Those employed in the construc- 
tion of the building were chiefly white men, 
Chineso only being employed as hod car- 
riers. 



Afraid of Ingersoll.

LAST NIGHT'S DISPATCHES. 

RUSSIA. 

St. Petersburg, Aug. 21. — In the Jew- 
ish riots at Yeka terms, Ravishe, fourteen 
houses and aliopa belonging to Jowa were 
wrecked and demolished. The Jews de- 
fended themselves and property vigorous- 
ly. Two Jews and one Christian were 
killed and many persons were wound- 
ed. 

FRANCE. 
Film, Aug. 22. — Admiral Courbett 
was instructed to bombard tho arsenal at 
Foo Chow this morning, and land a de- 
tachment of troops, and destroy the war 
matorial accumulated there, which is of 
immense value. This action is intondod 
as a reprisal for tho action of tho Chi- 
neso at Langston. At tho same time tho 
French of Kolong havo been orderod to 
occupy the port, and coal mines, as secur- 
ity for tho indemnity demanded by 
Franco. 

Paris, Aug. 22. — Le Paris denies that 
reinforcemonts havo been ordered to 
China. Wliothor Franco will carry tho 
war into tho interior that paper says is 
not the considerations for the present. 
Franco will occupy only Foo Chow and 
Kelung. 

Le Temps behoves that France has no 
idea of blockading the open porte of 
China. If found necessary, it says, those 
will be chosen that will loast interfere 
with national commerce. 

La Temps calls attention to tho absence 
of an actual declaration of war. 

During the 21 hours ending at 9 p.m. 
there wore 15 deaths from cholera at Mar- 
seilles; at Toulon two deaths. 

ITALY. 

Rome, Aug 22.— Owing to the prevalence 
of cholera the holding of fairs, markets and 
public festivals and processions are forbid- 
den throughout Italy. Troops guard all 
outlets to cholera ravaged districts. 

GERMANY. 
Berlin, Aug. li. — Newspapers urge tho 
dispatch of men-of-war to China to protect 
German subjects in that country. 

EASTERN STATES. 
Cincinnati, Aug. 22. — I'attock, Wilson 
& Louis' establishment at Sixth and Carr 
streets, used for manufacture of saddlery 
hardware and chains was completely 
burned early this morning. Loss 850,000; 
insured. 

Troy, N. Y., Aug. 22.— Heavy hail and 
rain storms occurred here and in this sec - 
tion yestorday afternoon. Several houses 
were struck by lightning, and a number 
of porsons injured by the electric shock. 
One man was killed and another probably 
fatally hurt. 

Cottage City, Mass , Aug. 22.- — Tho 
United States steamship Tallapoosa, sunk 
olf here last night. Tho survivors were 
landed at Wood's Hall. She collided with 
a three-masted schooner, and sholios with 
mainmast and tops and hur smokestack out 
of water. It is stated that two lives are 
lost by the disaster of the Tallapoosa. 

Capt. Reed of tho schooner James S. 
Lamia, states he was passing through 
the Sound last night with strong south 
west wind; all sails set; was going 9 knots; 
night clear but dark; when two miles 
away lookout reported "a light ahead;' 
shortly it was seen to bo rod light, and I 
said, speaking to wheelsmen, "rod lar- 
board, koep her up straight." I stood 
near the wheel during all time, and tho 
courso was not altered until word came 
that tho green light could be seen. To 
avoid a collision and seeing the steamer 
doing nothing to avoid us, I ordered the 
helm down; but before that could 
be done, and before my vessel 
had altered her coiu-ho at all. Tho two 
vessels struck each other, their sterns 
seemingly coming together. Our vessel's 
stern glanced by the Tallapoosa and pene- 
trated her hull. After tho vessels were 
stopped the steamer swung around along- 
side the Lowell. Then the crew might 
have jumped on board, but it was not then 
known what were tho conditions of either 
vessel. After getting my family into the 
boat I examined my vessel and found she 
was leaking quite badly although in no im- 
mediate danger of sinking. Tho Tallapos- 
sa drifted away from us and auuk within a 
few minutes, and before any of the oQicers 
or crew had left her. As she went down 
those who could do so took to the rigging, 
and were taken off later. The schooner 
Mary A. Wood came along and assisted in 
saving the crow, and later the steamer Gate 
City was signalled and camo to our assist- 
ance. After all the saved hud been trans- 
ferred to her she steamed away to Wood- 
shall. Touching the collision Capt. Heed 
says, "It is tho most careless piece of work 
I ever saw; the uight was clear, the lights 
of the Lowell were burning all right and 
were perfectly visible for a long distance." 

New York, Aug. 22. — Stewart Peter 
Geomez, of tho schooner Julia Baker, 
whose captain was reported murdered, ar- 
rived to-day and was arrested. Me states 
that Capt. Lewis died and was thrown 
overboard; that the mate sold the deck 
load of lumber at the Behainas and he 
(Gomez) left tho vessol at Orange Key. 
Ho does not think any one responsible for 
the death of Capt. Lewis.

London, Aug. 21. — Advices from Africa 
state that the natives of tho Z.unbozi coutir 
try have revolted and massacred tho en- 
tire Portuguese population. Reinforce- 
ments havo been asked for. Tho British 
vice consul is missing. 

ENGLAND. 
London, Aug. 21. — Tho Earl of Mount 
Edgecombe and eldest Viscount Yallofort 
has sailed for tho United States. Mo will 
make an extended tour. 

CHINA. 

Pauls, Aug. 21. — In an interview yes- 
terday a member of the Chinese diploma- 
tic corps declared that the Pekin govern- 
ment would never recognize that it owed 
France a sou as indemnity for tho Lang- 
son affair, which was a pure misunder- 
standing. The bombardment of Kelung 
and Foo Chow, ho said, had only tended 
to intensify the determination to resist 
Fiance's demand, 

The'Nationalist states that Li Fung Pso 
will be allowed two days to obtain a final 
reply from Pekin regarding tho indmnity 
demanded by France. The corvette Cham- 
plum and the cruiser Naiado will proceed 
shortly to reinforce tho French squadron 
in Chineso waters.

Tho 
company bought tho Greenback colliery 
adjoining, the workings of which are 
higher than those of Buck Ridgo colliery. 
The intention was to boru a hole 30 feet 
in length from the Greenback to the Buck 
Ridge colliery and by Hooding them put 
out the fire. While the men were en- 
gaged in this work to day gas suddenly 
poured in from tho burning mine and be- 
fore they could escape seven men fell vic- 
tims to the deadly gas. It is impossible to 
reach their bodies as both mines are full 
of gas and the fire is increasing.

Sus- 
picions were expressed of poisoning, and 
upon investigation arsenic was found in 
his stomach.

A prominent official states that Presid- 
ent Gonzales and President-elect Diaz af- 
ter many conferences havo agreod on cer- 
tain government economies, Diaz insisting 
on influencing affairs so that his adminis- 
tration may begin under favorable aus- 
pices. The National Bank has already 
collected taxes covering the first install- 
ment of tho amount securing interest un- 
der the new law. 

RUSSIA. 

St. Pktersuuro, Aug. 21. — In the anti- 
Jewish riots at Yekatermslavisho fourteen 
houses and shops belonging to Jews wore 
sacked and demolished. The Jews de- 
fended themselves and their property 
with vigor. Two Jews and one rioter 
were killed and many persons wounded. 

Disorders are reported along the Russo- 
Chinese frontiers. It is uncertain wheth- 
er Chinese emissaries are fomenting dis- 
turb ances. 

CALIFORNIA. 

San Framilsoo, Aug. 20.— The Post 
has the following about Portland: "At 
Portland, Oregon, when the local authori- 
ties dig up a loathsome leper in the Chi- 
neso quarters they send him to the coun- 
ty hospital. This is a peculiar way of 
preventing the spread of an infectious dis- 
ease, but it would cost money to build and 
maintain a pest house, anil therefore pa- 
tients in the county hospitals at Portland 
are exposed to a disease worse than they 
are suffering from. " 

For the first time in two years telegraph 
business between this city and the north 
is now transmitted without delay. All 
through eastern business now goos via tho 
Northern Pacific wire and this takes a 
groat strain from I he Portland and San 
Francisco wires which for months have 
been badly overburdened.

Tlic Chinese Commission. 

Hons. Messrs. Chapleau and Gray sat 
at 12 in. yesterday. 

Hon. Mr. Robson introduced Mr. 
Tuckfi.'ld and two other members of tho 
Knights of Labor. 

Mr. Tuckfiold took the stand.— He 
said it was a largo organization, largely 
extended over the United States of Ameri- 
ca; there are o'iUO lodges; there is a lodge 
of between 100 and '-'00 in this city, and 
one at Nanaimo; Mr. 0. Booth is presi- 
dent here; the Knights of Labor had 
adopted the resolutions passed at the pub- 
lic meeting. 

Mr. Chapleau said as tho Knights were 
not a legal body the commission could 
not accept of a copy of their proceedings; 
but the opinion of the body would bo re- 
ceived. 

Mr. Tuckfiold then read one of the reso- 
lutions of tho mooting which condemned 
the appointment of tho commission. 

Mr. Gray said that the commissioners 
would not receive any expression of opin- 
ion aa to whether tho commission was 
legidly appointed or not. 

Mr. Tuoktield. — At a meeting of the 
Knights held last night the pres- 
ence of tho Chinese was strongly con- 
demned (resolution read); last night the 
Knights of Labor resolved to present a 
report to tho commission of their observa- 
tions in tho houses of prostitution and 
opium dens; they found the places un- 
cleanly, and while men and women lying 
among Chinese insensible from the fumes 
of opium; there are three Chinese gambl- 
ing houses, which are frequented by 
cooks in white families; the wash houses 
are in a frightful state of Kith; there are 
•1000 Chinese in the city; they control the 
labor market; having no families to sup- 
port they can subsist on a few cents a 
day; their lepers fill our gaols, and white 
men are prevented from obtaining em- 
ployment in consequence of then- pros 
once. 

Mr. Tuck field said it had boon stated 
in tho papers that Sir John Maodmiald 
had said that the Dominion government 
had had no information that led thorn lo 
suppose that the presence nf the Chinese 
was distasteful to British Columbia. 

Mr. Chapleau said they were not there 
to pass upon what had appeared in the 
papers. The witness might take it for 
granted that very forcible information 
had been given tho Dominion government 
on the subject. 

In answor to Mr. Chapleau, the witness 
said that the Chinese had been employed 
in workshops for at least ten years; laun- 
dries had employed them from the in- 
itiation of the colony; they are now do 
ing the working of nea.'ly the whole 
population; have never heard of any (lis 
oasti being communicated to an y person 
wearing linen that had been washed by 
Chinese; have only known of one case of 
leprosy, and that was mentioned in the 
evidence of Dr. Helinckon and Mr. 
Flowin; on second thought remembered 
the case of a leper who used to sell wood; 
a committee of Knights of Labor visited 
50 or liO Chinese cabins; the Chinese al 
ways appear clean in their persons; the 
necessities of their lives make them more 
or leS3 healthy; saw three white men, one 
whito woman, and one half-breed smoking 
opium; witness thought the men were 
aailora; one of the smokers said he always 
came there when ho had tho diarrhuia 
(laugh); thought tho white woman was 
not respectable. 

Mr. Tinman Russell handud in certain 
returns from the corporation. 

Mr. It. Jones, late government assessor 
and tax collector, said that 1010 China 
men in Victoria city and Bsquiinall dis 
trict had paid the §11 road tax for I SS I; 
in 188:1 a less number paid ;3000 Cninamen 
should have paid; think there are 4000 
in Victoria; it was the worst official task 
to collect taxes from Chinese; they evade 
it on every occasion; only 672 Chinese 
paid thoSJ tax in 1882. 

Hon. Mr. Robson said that the returns 
of collection for 1881 wore not yet all 
in. 

Witness said ho had very little difficulty 
in collecting taxes from a white man; 
Chinese are in tho habit of lending their 
licenses to others; was informed by a load 
ing Chinaman that the shiploads of Chi- 
nese were sent out hero by a benevolent 
society in China; witness described the 
filthy way in which vegetables are raised 
by Chinamen; considered the Chinese 
servants a lot of slaves. 

Mr. C. Booth, president of tint Knights 
of Labor, next came before the commis- 
sion. Ho said that ho had had 21 years 
experience in the country, and he wished 
to give evidence as an individual and not 
as tho president of any society. He ob- 
jected to Chinese emigration on broad 
grounds. Thoy were a race of aliens and 
enemies, owed no allegiance to our Hag, 
had no reverence for our religion or re 
spect for our lawa. Tho worst sample of 
tile Chinese come here. They were j 
slaves and prostitutes. Le knew that j 
they were slaves and laburod as such, and i 
it was well known that such was the I

The court renewed its sittings for the 
hearing of appeals yestorday at 11 a. in. 

Irving and the Hudson Bay Co. vs. 
B. Hamilton, appeal from the judgment 
of Gray, J. — This appeal was adjourned 
until to-day on account of tho absence of 
Mr. Hett.ono of tho counsel engaged in 
the case, who, it was stated, was in at- 
tendance upon Mr. Beaven during that 
gentleman's serious illness. 

Sowell vs. Towing Co. and others. — Mr. 
T. Davio desired to correct tho error in 
which all parties had been led in suppos- 
ing that the privy council had accepted 
tho money paid in court hero aa security 
for tho costB of appeal, the fact being that 
the privy council had required a deposit 
in tho privy council ollice by each appel- 
lant irrespective of the deposit hero. Mr. 
Drake said that since tho argument this 
had been discovered to bo tho case. 

D. W. Houghton vs. John Ross. — Mr. T. 
Davie applied for special leave to appoal 
to tho court at its present session front 
two orders of tho chief justice, one, au- 
thorizing the plaintiff to sign judgment 
for $1,100 unloss tho defendant brought 
sum into court, and tho other ordering 
the imprisonment of the defendant upon 
a writ of re mi for nonpayment of tho same 
sum of SI, lOO, The lir.it order was datod 
7th of July and the second 19th of August 
inst. 

Tho court without calling on Mr. Walls, 
who appeared as counsel for the plaintiff, 
held that they had no jurisdiction under 
the statute authorizing their session to 
hear any appeal which had not boon 
lodged at the time of tho first opening of 
the court on tho 28th of July ult., and 
hence refused to entertain the applica- 
tion. 

Clarke vs. Johnston — This waa an ap- 
poal from t he judgment of tho chief jus- 
tice, giving judgment in favor of John- 
ston, the original plaintilf. 

The facts and arguments wore the same 
us reported ill Tun Colonist at tho trial. 

The attorney geueral appeared for the 
appellant, and Mr. Drake, Q. C, and Mr.

Fatigue of the Eye. 

Persons spunk of their eyes being 
fatiguod, he said, meaning there by that 
tho seeing portion of tho brain is fa- 
tigued, but in that thoy aro mistaken. 
So men say their brains are tired. 
Brains seldom become tired. The re- 
tina of tho eye, which is a part of tho 
brain, and an offshoot from it, hardly 
over is tired. The fatigue is in the iu- 
ner and outer muscles attached to tho 
eye and in the muscle of accomoda- 
tion. The eye ball, resting in a bed of 
fat, has attached to it six muscles for 
turning it in any desired direction, and 
the muscle attached to tho side nearest 
the noso and ono at tho outor angle of 
tho oye should, in every normal eye, bo 
balanced. They are usod ia converg- 
ing tho eyo on the object to bo viewed, 
and the inner muscles are usod tho 
moro when the object is tho nearer. 
Tho musclo of accommodation i3 ono 
which surrounds tho lens of tho oye. 
When it is wanted to gaze at objects 
near at hand this musclo relaxes and 
allows the lens lo thicken, increasing 
its refractive power at tho sitmo time 
that tho muscles on the inner or nasal 
side of tho oyo contract and direct the 
eyes to the point gnzod at. It is iu 
these muscles that the fatigue is felt, 
ami ono finds relief in dosing tho eyes 
or in gazing at objects at a distance. 
The chief source of fatiguo is in the 
lack of balance in tho two sots of iunor 
and outer muselo3 of accommodation. 
It may bo sot down that there is some- 
thing wrong when the eyo becomes fa- 
tigued. The defective oye, as it gives 
out sooner, is really safer from sevoro 
strains. The usual indication of strain 
is a roduoss of the rim of tho eyelid, 
betokening a congested stale of tho iu- 
nor surfaco, accompanied with some 
I>ain. When it is shown that the oyo is 
not equal to the work required of it, 
the proper remedy is not rest, for that 
is fatal to its strength, but lhe use of 
glasses of sufficient power to render 
unnecessary so much ellbrt in accom- 
modating the eyo to vision. It is not 
good sense to waste time resting the 
eye, and that practice does not 
strengthen it. 

Eyes begin to age at about the tenth 
or twelfth year of life, when thoy have 
reached their full development. At the 
age of -15 or 50 3'ears tho louses cease 
to thicken, when the pressure is re- 
moved, and their prosbacepia, or old 
sight, begins. AVhen a child is com- 
pelled to use or require tho use of 
glasses thoro is little reason to hopo 
that it will outgrow tho need, but tho 
person will use these glasses as a basis, 
adding other glasses as he reaches tho 
ago when obi sigh! begins, or using the 
thicker glasses. Mr. Seely, however, 
mentioned one ease ho had obsorved 
where a child had outgrown tho need 
of glasses, but in tho moautimo ho had 
grown from a small and puny child to 
a largo and well-dovolopod man. 

Second sigiit, or the apparent recov- 
ery of strength of vision, which is 
sometimes seen iu tho aged, tho loc- 
turer explained as a change, an elon- 
gation in the shape of the eyohall, by 
which the person became near-sighted, 
accompanied by a change in the lens 
caused by the appearance of a cataract.

The number of shocks iu an earth- 
quake varies indefinitely, as doos tho 
length of intervals between them. 
Sometimes tho wholo earthquake only 
lasts a fow seconds. Thus, the city of 
Caracoas was destroyed in about half a 
minute, 100.000 lives boing lost in that 
time. Lisbon was overthrown la fire 
or six minutes, whilo a succession of 
shocks may continue for hours, days, 
wooks or mouths. The Calabrian oarth- 
quako, which begun iu February, 1783, 
continued through a series of shocks 
for nearly four yoars, until the oad of 
178G. The aroa shaken by an earth- 
quake varies with tho intensity of tho

LONDON'S GREAT TAILOR. 



Recollections of tho Man WIio Put 
Disraeli on the Road to Paine. 



"IreiHeinbor Henry Poole very well," 
snid a gentleman to a Philadelphia 
Times reporter. "Ho was a tine, tall, 
handsome man, over six feet in height, 
with bushy bloudo whiskers. Ho 
measured forty-two inches around tho 
chest. Thero was no mistaking tho 
man when you saw him; he walked tho 
streets as if London were his own pri- 
vato property. Henry Poolo was tho 
second sou of tho old tailor of that 
name. Ho was educated at Cambridge 
and graduated with a bachelor of arts 
dogroo. Ho might nevor havo taken 
to tho tailoring business, but hi3 broth- 
er died and then Henry thought ho saw 
his way to mako a big thing of it. You 
seo tho largo connection ho had among 
his collogo friends holpud him. Ho 
was a man who always dressod with 
great taste, and not only expected but 
insisted on all his employes dressing 
woll, too. When Henry Poolo took tho 
business in hand first thero wore not 
more than a bundrod mon omployod; 
in ton years there were nearer a thou- 
sand." 

"Is thero any truth in tho story of 
Poolo's patron ago of Disraeli?" 

"Oh, yes. Disraeli was in vory poor 
circumstances when ho lirst obtained 
tho clerkship in tho homo ollico. Poolo, 
who was always in and out of every 
placo where young mon congregated, 
saw him, took a fancy to him, and be- 
lievod thoro was something groat in 
him. Ho took Disraeli out with him 
ono evening to dinner and proposed 
that ho should supply him with clothes 
suitablo to tho position in society that 
Disraeli ought to hold. Tho futuro 
primo minister jitmped at the offer, and 
thoro is little doubt that ho also receiv- 
ed pecuniary assistanco from tho 
Bhrowd and generous tailor." 

"Did ho he not assist tho lato Em- 
peror of tho Froneh in tho samo way?" 

"Yes; but thero was a reason for 
that, you know." 

"Oh, yes. You refer to tho story of 
Poolo's wife." 

"No, no; thero is not a word of 
truth in that. It was Miss Howard. 
Sho was a cousin of Poolo's. Hor 
mothor kept a vory fashionable little 
hotel in Dover street, Piccadilly, just 
behind tho White Horso collars. Sho 
was created Duchess do Heauverno by 
Napoleon on his marriage to tho pros- 
ont Empress, on condition that sho loft 
France. He also settled a very good 
iucomo on her. Poole did not marry 
until late in life, Mis wife was a lady 
with whom ho had fallen in lovo whilo 
quito a young man at college." 

"He was very strict, was ho not, in 
business?" 

"I should think ho was, indeed. Ho 
novor allowed anything to go out of 
his shop that had not boon tried on and 
fitted over and over again. Ho would 
employ a man and keep him in his cm- 
ploy for the simple roason that ho was 
of tho same size and build as a good 
customer. 1 havo knowu a man to sit 
for a couple of hours on a suddlo- 
block, only having tho creaso in a pair 
of riding breeches roctitied. Ho rouue- 
od tailoriug to a science." 

"Did he do any cutting or measuring 
Aimself?" 

, "No, sir! Thoro is a story told of 
Lord Haidcastle meeting Poolo on the 
chain pier at Brighton. Ho stopped 
him and said: 'Look hero, Poolo, I got 
this coat of you and soo how badly it 
fits.' Poole took a bit of chalk out of 
his waistcoat pocket and marked his 
lordship's coat all over and said: 'Tako 
that coat to my cutter, my lord, and ho 
will make the necessary alterations.'" 

"He was very extravagant in his hab- 
its, was he not?" 

"Vory. Ho had a house at Brighton, 
another in Burlington street, near his 
store, which was a perfect niiue of art, 
and on tho Thames, at Hammersmith, 
ho had a regular palace. His cham- 
paign luncheons cost him a fortune. 
Ho had one of the liuest hunting studs 
in Great Britain. He never cared 
what ho paid for a horse, and although 
ho was such a big man he was a mag- 
nificent 'cross country rider." 

"Ho did not die rich, did ho?" 

"No, ho was worth about £25,000 
when ho diod, and tho result of tho sale 
of his houses and horses barely settled 
tho claims of his creditors. Ho was 
gonorous to a fault. Ho could never 
pass a beggar, and many a half-sovor- 
eign ho's given away to people who, 
perhaps, didn't deserve his charity. 
Ho was tho best of employers and ho 
kept men with him for years, but thero 
was novor tho least mistake about who 
was master on his premises."

In Westminster abbey there is a cer- 
tain well-worn stone, which, without a 
doubt, was used for the coronation of 
the Kings of Scotland, uud has boen 
during centuries taken but once from 
tho abbey. This solitary occasion was j 
tho installation of Cromwell at West- 
minster hall. The Scots havo mado 
many efforts to recover their relic, to 
which they attaeli very groat impor- 
ance. 

The coronation chair, as it is called, 
is also tho subject of a curious legend. 
It is said to be tho actual stone on 
which Jacob laid his head at Iiothol, 
and from Palestine it is reputed to havo 
boen removed to Egypt, thenco to 
Spain, and finally to tho hill of Tara, 
in Ireland, where it was used for tho 
coronation of tho Irish Kings. From 
Ireland it was carried to Scotland, by 
Fergus, the Irish King, who subdued 
tho northern country. All thoso mat- 
ters, historical and logendary, were at 
ono timo only set forth in tho Latin 
label but in the year 1851, for tho con- 
venience of visitors to tho great exhi- 
bition, tho head guide renderod in the 
common tonguo a sort of sub-edited 
inscription which gave tho authentic 
history as regards Seotlaud, and con- 
cluded with the legend as to Iroland, 
but omitted all references to Jacob's 
pillow as being profane. 

For thirty years and more the stone, 
on this authority, passed as "the coro- 
nation chair of the Kings of Seotlaud 
and Ireland," but the othor day, notic- 
ing that the other side of the label was 
dirty and grimy, the same guide turn- 
ed it over und wrote on tho othor side 
the fact that the stone had been used 
at tho crowning of tho Kings of Scot- 
land, but judiciously left out tho legend 
concerning Ireland, for the verger 
sinco 1851 has acquired considerable 
antiquarian kuowledgo, and can no 
longer subscribe to tho belief ho onco 
held. Indeed, tho stone nover was in 
Palestine, and Professor Ramsey, who 
has examined it as a geologist, pro- 
nounces that none of its kind is found 
thore, and that tho chnir is of true 
Scotch limostouo. — London Cor. Phila- 
delphia Press.
